Daring this woek the Patrons of Indus¬ 
try arc holding various meetings in the 
county, the object being to educate farmers 
as to the patron platform. On Wednesday 
a meeting was held in the town hall at 
Odessa, which was attended by quite a 
number of the e’oetori* Messrs. Syminp. 
ton and M< achain w^e abo present. The 
patron nominfi for the local house, Mr. 
Diver, was cl^Dman of the meeting and 
invited Messrs. Meacham and Symington 
to tfie platform. Mr. Oliver opened the 
proceedings, Mr. G. A. Aylsworth followed 
and then Mr. Mallory, president of the 
organization made the speech of the even 
ing. Both tho govertiments of Sir Oliver 
Mowat arid-Sir John Thompson were con¬ 
siderably called to account, many of the 
severe strictures delivered being perfectly 
true Mr. Mallory does not indulge in any 
mud throwing, however, and bis criticisms, 
though keen and incisive, were wholesome. 
In particular we commend that portion of 
his address relating to millionaires. He 
said where one millionaire lived and thrived 
hundreds of paupers wero the necessary 
outcome. That it was impossible 
for any man to become a millionaire 
by honest toil, or honest busi¬ 
ness. Against tho superannuation and grat¬ 
uity systems, he also spoke some severe 
words. He said the farmer, after a life of 
toil, was not superannuate. He mu«t sav« 
for himself or go to the poor house, and 
ev. ry cne should be made to do this. The 
superannuation system was a direct incent¬ 
ive to extravagance of all kinds. 

Dr Meacham made a few remarks as to

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OPEN LETTER TO A PATRON. 

Dear Patron,— My only wccuio for 
asking yonr kind attention (onoa more) 
to the subject of Provincial develop¬ 
ment, Is tho great Importance of the 
question to the p«opH of Ontario jut 
now. We have been keeping house in 
this Provinoe for twenty-five years, 
and so far as internal management is 
eoneerned, we have very little to oom- 
plain of. Financially, we have a full 
treasury and large assets. Commer¬ 
cially, our side doors are are on the 
latob. but the way to the world’s mar¬ 
kets by either, Is long and expensive. 
Our front door is barred by hostile 
tariffs, and our back door is closed by 
natural barriers. We cannot remove 
the bar from our front door, why not 
open our back om* ? Many years ago 
the United States government bought 
Alaska, and the world laughed, and 
asked what the United Status wanted 
with an ice house. Today the wealth 
of the Indus could not buy it back, 
At the back door of this province is a 
country ten fold more valuable than 
Alaska, and of untold value to us. 
The Americans send their ships over 
three thousand miles of stormy sea to 
reach James Bay, while by tho con¬ 
struction of three hundred miles of 
railway (which need not cost us one 
farthing) the products of that great 
fish and fur producing sea can be land¬ 
ed right into the heart of the North 
American continent at one third the 
present cost. Now James Bay, as you 
are aware, lies one thousand miles 
south of its outlet into the Atlantic at 
Hudson Straits, and further south than 
the city of London, England, and ex¬ 
tending south, east and west from the 
head of the bay, is hundreds of square 
miles of country rich in mineral, for¬ 
est and soil, all waiting for the million 
that will some day occupy it, protect¬ 
ed on the east by the mountain ranges 
of the Labrador country, that extends 
far to the north. Tomatoes and corn 
grow around the trading posts as they 
do in Ontario, while the moose tread 
pathways through its forests and the 
employees of the Hudson Bay Company 
traverse its streams and roads gather¬ 
ing stores of furs, as they have for 
generations past. Quebec is reaching 
feeble arms from the east and Mani 
toba young and vigorous ones from 
the west to reach this goal. Now what 
should our policy be ? Should it he 
stop, stand, stagnate, or shall it be 
push, progress, patriotism ? The 
James Bay country is within ounreach 
and once secured tne following benefits 
will be ours, via.: — 

1st, Thousands of men now idle will 
be employed. 2nd All the spare money 
in Ontario could have profitable in¬ 
vestment. 3rd, A new and valuable 
home market would be opened for ihe 
products of Ontario farms. 4th, The 
population of Ontario could be doub¬ 
led in twenty years. 5th, Every acre 
of land in the province would increase 
in value. 6th, We would place on the 
world’s market the products of the sea. 
forest and mine, and would not crowd 
the already overburdened market with 
wheat, cheese or meat. 

And now, my friend and 'ellow 
Ontarioinan, I will bid good-bye to 
this subject, but before doing to, let 
me venture to hope that after giving 
the question your careful consideration 
you will conclude with me that it is 
in the public interest to continue gov¬ 
ernment grants to rnilways (as the 
Ontario government does) for coloniz¬ 
ation purposes.

Veneers of wood not over 1-16 of an inch 
thick, made from woods native to Canada, 10 
per oeat ad valorem. 

Buggies, carnages and pleasure carts cost¬ 
ing not more than $50, $5 each and 35 per cent, 
ad valorem. 

Hon. M r. Daly to-day laid on the table a 
ret un to the motion made by Mr. Lepine 
on April 30 for copies of all communicatioos 
received by the Minister of Agriculture with 
respect to the establishment of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics.

Albany, N.Y.. May 16.—Eugeno Brady, a 
unnyac, killed his mother, aged 66, yester¬ 
day "no /it of Violouce and attempted to 
kiil four oilier ppraons. With three knives 
In hi* hands lio i nn wildly around the streets, 
oit'lng right nnd left, assaulting everyone 
*v'mm he met. Before the police overpowered 
Hiii ho had cut bis Migter-in lnSv, Mrs. James 
B> ady, Alfred ,1. V. Worner, Mrs. John 
Kelly and l'atrlcg Rice. Mrs. Kelly's 
wounds are sorious, but it is not thought 
they will prove fatal. The wounds of the 
others are not so serious. 

At 3 o’clock Brady began quarreling with 
his motbsr nnd sisters, and they soon deter¬ 
mined that lie was not in his right mind, as 
Brady’s father has been insane and was le- 
leaeed from (hi asylum but a short time ago. 
The daughter. Jennie, went to a near-by 
lumberyard and asked that sots** of the era- 
ploy os be *ont to the li«ne«- to quiet her 
brother. When the inon entered trio house 
Brady ran upstairs and Jumped from a 
second story window. Tbo men picked him 
up. lie was unconscious andjlt was thought 
bat be was seriously injured. 

He revived in a few minutes, aud before 
be could be stopped, Jumped up and grabbsd * 1 
a common case knife, a cau-opeuer aud 
carving knife. He tnen ran out of the house 
aud began a wild and torrible ebuss through 
the neighborhood, lie carried the case knife 
and cau-opener in oue band aud the carving 
knife in the other. He went along for 
•gveral blocks, making attempts to out all 
not quick in gettiug*out of his way. 

His mother and sister had followed 
him and at the corner of Vine and Qreeo* 
streets a man tried to strike Brady. The 
sister held bis baud and cried, don't strike 
him, preventing him from doing so. But for 
her ad the murder might have besn pre¬ 
vented. 

The mother came running up and tbs in- 
junated ruon became calm and dropped all 
but the carving knife The two then walked 
hacked to the house and in the yard 
Brady threw his arms around his mother’s ! 
neck and kissed her. He then plunged the 
long knife into her brosst, striking her to the 
heart aud she died in a few minutes. His 
sister-in-law was standing near and he I 
slashed her on the right arm. At lens! 200 
people saw tbs murder. 

Brady then started ou auotber wild chase. 
He was followed by a doxeu men who wanted 
to,capture,him but when ha turnad upon them ' 
they flsd. A. J. V. Werner, who tried to 
stop him, received a bad kuifa wound on the 
arm. , 

Patrick llioe was painting the stoop of a i 
Louse and Brady plunged the knife into his ! 
right hip. Tbs wuuud is not ssrious. His 
next victim was Mm. John Kelly, who ran ; 
into her house as Brady approached. The j 
latter followed ami plunged tho kuife into 
her hack twice as sue was running up the 
stairs. Her wouodK are not fatal. 

A cobble stone thrown struck him on the 
head and staggered him and then the police ; 
patrol oaine along. It took four men to get j 
nim in the patrol wagon. lie was a horrible ! 
sight, being covered with blood aud bis 
clothes being torn from his back.-

Mr. Gilbert, feeling himself aggriev- 
ed for having his property thus destroyed, 
laid an information before the Polioe 
Magistrate for malicious iojury to property. 
The case was called on Monday for hearing
